Conse- 
quently, ‘certain salt manufactur- 
ers have added a littl. iodine to 
the salt and our children can re- 
ceive their needed supply by the 
use of iodized salt. 

There is one slight danger in 
giving everyone iod.zed salt. Some 
older individuals may have a very 
sensitive thyroid gland, and the 
addition of iodine to their diet 
can be the cause of the gland 
becoming overactive, thereby 
causing a toxic goitre. It is wiser 
to see your physician, who will 
prescribe very small doses of io- 
dine for a short time and watch 
the results. 

When the condition of the 
gland is corrected, the iodine will 
be discontinued and later given 
again. Treatment for one or two 
weeks, two or three times a year, 
will effectively correct the trou- 
ble. The condition is much more 
common in girls than in boys. 
‘There are usually no symptoms 
except enlargement, though at 
times they may suffer from a 
técling of compression, swelling, 
and constriction of the neck. 


A Few Answers 


ANSWERS TO QUERIES: A 
Reader, Weirton Times, _ is 
alarmed about this thyroid on a 
report blank. In the case of her 
young daughter, there should be 
general care that she eats prop- 
erly and gets plenty of sleep and 
rest. There is nothing alarming 
in the early stages, but see to it 
that she doesn’t get the reaction 
from the mother’s worry. Worry 
is a bad thing for goitre. 

An interesting case, signed 
merely ‘West Virginia,’ reports 
a highly nervous condition after 
a thyroid operation. Ringing in 
the ears, pulse pounding in vari- 
cus sections of the body as if the 
heart were in the upper chest or 
in the ears, discomfort with gas 
in the stomach, soreness along 
right side are only part of the 
symptoms. 

I am comforted by having the 
writer say that she only wants 
my opinion and does not expect a 
correct diagnosis of this ailment. 
The four months since the oper- 
ation is not sufficient time to ex- 
pect recovery. There should cer- 
tainly be further medical treat- 
ment. The thyroid condition was 
sufficient to account for the nu- 
«merous troubles, but some of 
them must be treated separately.

FVERY woman knows how 

dainty and_ well-groomed 
nails give beauty to even a plain 
and none-too-shapely hand. But 
many women depend far toa 
much on bright colored polishes 
and opaque polishes that hide 
nail blemishes, rather than the 
good health of the nails them- 
selves to add this attractive 
touch. 

If you want to have really 
beautiful hands, be sure that the 
circulation is good and that the 
nails have a clear, healthy color 
of their own. If the texture of 
the skin is good and has a pleas- 
ing color, then the nails should 
be smooth, flexible and pink. 

Such nails are easy to care for, 
since they can be shaped quickly 
with a few strokes of a coarse 
emery board or steel file, and the 
cuticles can be kept soft with 
the occasional application of 
hand cream or lotion. Your pol- 
ish will go on smoothly and 
evenly, since 
the surface 
of the nail 
rts ebt 1s 
smooth and 


satiny. 
Too many 
nails do not 


possess these 
desirable 
qualities. 
however. In- 
stead, they 
are brittle, 
ridged and 
_ break easily 

This is a sign 

that they are 
under-nourished and you should 
immediately check up on the 
state of your own health and 
take hand exercises to improve 
the circulation. You can speed up 
the improvement by massaging a 
rich cuticle oil into the bases, 
under the tips and along the 
sides of your nails daily. 

On alternate nights, soak the 
fingertips in warm oilve oil for 
five minutes, massaging the fin- 
gertips as they soak up as much 
of the oil as they will. If you 
can bear to sleep with gloves on 
your hands, then slip on a pair 
of white cotton gloves, without 
removing the excess oil. A few 
such treatments will improve the 
nails and cuticles. 

Make it a practice to massage 
a little cream or lotion into the 
fingertips every time you take 
your hands out of water. Do not 
use a liquid polish or polish re- 
mover while your nails are in 
such an unhealthy condition. If 
you must use polish, then apply 
it only for special occasions and 
remove it soon afterward, liter- 
ally soaking the nails and cuti- 
cles with warm oil as soon as the 
polish has been removed. 

Each time that you wash your 
hands and apply cream, work 
back the cuticle by covering the 
fingers of the opposite hand with 
a towel. You can soon train your 
cuticles so it will be unnecessary 
for you to use cuticle remover at 
all. Keep {2 r fingertips free 
from stains < rubbing frequent- 
ly with the iwsige of a lemon rind 
or if there are cixarette stains, a 
nicotine remover. By keeping 
your fingertips heWthy and neat 
you are helping yoar hands ex- 
press all the beauty they possi- 
bly can.

‘Open House’ 
Is Signal for 
Light Dishes

VERY woman with a spacious 
apartment or a home in the 
country likes to have her friends 
drop in for an informal “open 
house” and refreshments on Sun- 
day afternoons or evenings. Now 
that the weather is warm, how- 
ever, she likes to serve food that 
can be prepared in advance or 
that requires only a brief cook- 
ing in chafing dish or oven. A 
woman never has too many good 
recipes of this kind. 
Tomato-Egg Piquant 
This can be prepared early in 
the morning and chilled in the 
refrigerator until wanted. Scald 
and peel medium sized ripe to- 
matoes, one for each guest ex- 
pected. Cut a small piece from 
the stem end and scoop out some 
of the pulp. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Hard-cook half as 
many eggs as there are tomatoes 
and cut in halves. Remove the 
yolks, mash with a fork and add 
mayonnaise to moisten. Season 
well with salt, pepper, prepared 
mustard or Worcestershire sauce 
and mashed sardines or anchovy. 
Place an egg white in each to- 
mato. Stiffen mayonnaise with 
one-half teaspoon gelatine soft- 
ened in one-half tablespoon cald 
water and dissolved over hot wa- 
ter. Use this amount of gelatin 
to each cup of mayonnaise. Put 
in a pastry tube and pipe around 
each egg. Next put the yolk mix- 
ture into the pastry tube and re- 
fill the egg whites, making a 
peaked effect. Chill thoroughly 
and serve in crisp lettuce cups.

Add seven- 
eighths cup cake flour sifted with 
one-half teaspoon baking powder 
and one cup of nut-meats. Add 
cne teaspoon vanilla and then 
told in the stiffly beaten whites 
of the two eggs. Turn into a 
greased pan and bake twenty 
minutes in a moderate oven. 
Cover thickly with white butter 
frosting, and cut into small 
squares. Delicious with tea for 
simple refreshments. 

Pineapple Sherbet 

This is easily made and deli- 
cious. Combine two cups strained 
buttermilk with one-half cup su- 
gar and one cup crushed pine- 
apple. Place in a tray and freeze 
to & mush. Remove from a tray 
to a bowl and beat thoroughly. 
Add the white of an egg and 
continue beating until light and 
fluffy. Flavor with one and one- 
half teaspoons vanilla. Continue 
freezing until firm.
